Mr. Lessler said Mr. Doblin came 


to him one morning and asked if the

proposition would again come before 
the house. "I said I supposed so. 
He asked if I was still opposed to it 
and I said I was." 


APPROACHED BY QUIGG. 


Mr. Lesler testified that Mr. Doblin 


said he had been sent for by Mr. 
Quigg and Mr. Quigg had told him 
there was $5,000 in it if he (Lessler) 
could be brought to the other side. 


Mr. Lessler said ho said there must 


be no further talk on that proposi- 
tion. 
Mr. Lessler then said that 


Doblin suggested that Mr. Quigg was 
a man of power and influence, and 
"that If I wanted to come back here 


. t would be aiding myself by doing 


him this favor." 


Mr. Lessler then told of a conversa- 


tion which h« said he had with Mr. 
Quigg at his (Lessler's) office, 31 Nas- 


was interested in them and that he 
wanted to do him a favor. 


"To whom, if anybody, did you 


tell the story of the proposal?" Mr. 
Taylor asked. 


"To Mr. Foss and Dayton, of the 


committee, shortly after congress op- 
ened," he replied. 


Mr. Lessler added that he also had 


told Representative 
Wheeler about 


it, and Mr. Wheeler explained that it 
was some time during the holidays 
and that Lessler did not want to say 
anything about it if he could avoid 
it. 


SPOKE IN CONFIDENCE. 


A question by Representative Van- 


diver brought out the statement from 
Mr. Lessler that he made the state- 
ment in the committee, 
believing 


that it would" be held in confidence 
and that he did not believe any mem- 
ber of the committee would repeat it 
outside of the committee.

A THREAT BY M'CULLAGH. 
Mr. Lessler then told of a conversa- 


tion he had with John McCullagh, 
superintendent of elections in New 
York, at his hotel in Washington. 
Mr. McCullagh, he said, told him 
that there were men in New York 
Who could re-elect him or defeat him 
and that they wanted him to sup- 
port the measure. 


Mr. Lessler said he told Mr. Mc- 


Cullagh that he would not do it. 


Mr. Lessler said that at the time 


of the conversation with Doblin the 
letter was a deputy In Mr. McCul- 
tagh's office. 
He said that Doblin 


got Eome mail In his (Lessler's) office 
and had the freedom of his office. 
He said, also, that Doblin was an 
ardent and faithful political friend 
and he (Lessler) felt under obliga- 
tions to him. He did not know ex- 
cept through the newspapers that 
Doblin had been ordered off the floor 
of the board of aldermen in 
New 


York city. 


Asked what were the political re- 


lations between Mr. Quigg and Mr. 
McCullagh, Mr. Lessler 
explained 


the political' positions held by the 
two men. He knew of no relations 
except Mr. Quigg was probably one 
of those who vised Mr. McCullagh's 
appointments. 


QUIGG'S ATTORNEY THERE. 
At the request of Mr. Quigg, Mr. 


Delancey Nlcoll, an attorney, was 
permitted to question Mr. Lessler. 
His questions aimed to develop the 
relation existing between Mr. Less- 
ler and Mr. Doblin.

Hears Doom With Composure; 


Commutation of Sentence

day's sitting at 11:53 today and recon- 
vened at-noon.

Boer service during the war in South 
Africa, was today found guilty of 
high treason and sentenced to death. 


Through it all Colonel Lynch bore 


himself with the same heroic com- 
posure that has marked his entire 
behavior during the trial. 


THE SUMMING UP. 


When the trial of Colonel Lynch 


was resumed today, counsel for the 
defence began summing up. There 
was no attempt to deny that Colonel 
Lynch supported the Boers, but coun- 
sel contended that his naturalization 
was in no way prompted by treason- 
able intent and woe solely for the 
advantage he would thus secure for 
journalistic purposes. 
Subsequently 


the defendant actively supported th.9 
Boer cause in the belief that he was 
a legally naturalized burgher. 


Beplying for the prosecution the 


solicitor general, Sir Edward Car- 
son, maintained that Colonel Lynch 
joined the Boer army as a discon- 
tented Irishman, 
"thereby commit- 


ting a most cowardly and most seri- 
ous act of treason." His naturaliza- 
tion, continued the solicitor general, 
was only a flimsy pretext. 
Counsel 


then proceeded to detail the prison- 
er's alleged acts of adherence to his 
country's enemies. 


PRONOUNCED HIM GUILTY. 
The lord chief justice summed up 


very briefly. He said that If within 
war time a British subject joined the 
king's enemies, whatever his pur- 
pose, he was guilty of an unlawful 
act. Naturalization during war time 
afforded no excuse whatever 
sequent acts. 
There was abundant 


evidence, he said, of overt nets in 
aiding the king's enemies. 


The Jury, after having been out 


half an hour, returned a verdict of 
guilty. 


When asked If he had anything to 


say as to why he should not bo sen- 
tenced to death, Colonel Lynch re- 
plied: 
Ing." 


The sentence of death was passed 


on each of the four counts in the in- 
dictment.

No civilized community 
had yet failed to punish severely de- 
fection from loyalty, whether in the 
way of open warfare or

In the darkest hours of his coun- 


try's fortune, when 
engaged in a 


deadly struggle, Lynch joined the 
ranks of its foes and shed the blood 
of his fellow-subjects fighting for 
their country, and 
sought 
to de- 


throne Great Britain from her place 
among the nations. The only pallia- 
tion which could be offered was that 
it had been the fashion for 
some 


years to treat lightly matters of this 
kind, and men had been encouraged 
to play with sedition and toy with 
treason. 


THE DIFFEBENCE. 


The nation had treated with con- 


temptuous indifference speeches and 
acts of sedition; but it was one thing 
to talk sedition and quite a different 
thing to bear arms in the ranks of 
the country's foes. 


Lynch, throughout, bore himself 


with 
unfaltering composure. 
He 


walked out steadily between the jail- 
ers and past the bench 
where his 


wife and other relatives were seated. 
Mrs. Lynch has been given permis- 
sion to see her husband. 


Although formaly sentenced to be 


hanged Lynch's 
sentence 
will no 


doubt be commuted.

GEBMANY EXPLAINS. 


'Berlin, Jan. 23.—The first.official 


. report of the bombardment of Port 
San Carlos arrived in the shape of a 
dispatch from the commander of the 


Falke, dated Willemsted, Island of 
Curacoa, Jan. 22, saying he had re- 
ceived information from Maracaibo 
that Fort San Carlos had been shell- 
ed and set on fire by the Vineta 
and Panther, and had 
ultimately 


b«en destroyed. 


The lokalaiizieger says it has re- 


ceived information to the effect that 
Commodore Scheder reports that Fort 
San Carlos fired on the Panther first, 
as the cruiser was feeling her way 
into the inner harbor channel. 


The correspondent of the Associat- 


ed Press has received written replies 
from the chief of the foreign office to 
three questions: 


First. 
"Why did the ships bom 


bard Fort San CarlosP" 


Answer: 
"Official news regarding 


the Panther's 
reasons 
for forcing: 


the entrance of the Lagoon of Mara- 
caibo has not yet been received. So 
far as the situation can be under- 
stood from here, the seizure of the 
lagoon was necessary to an effective 
blockade of the harbor of Maracaibo. 
Otherwise it would have been possi- 
ble to convey all sorts of merchan- 
dise over the adjacent 
Colombian 


frontier, particularly arms and pro- 
visions, across the lagoon to Mara- 
caibo, and thence inland, thus rend- 
ering the blockade completely futile. 
Apparently Fort San Carlos tried to 
prevent the entrance of the Panther 
into the lagoon, and it must have 
been therefore necessary to silence 
it." 


Second. 
"Why did the German 


ships alona take part in the bom- 
bardment?" 


Answer: "The fact that only Ger- 


man ships took part in the bombard- 
ment 13 obviously explained. Mara- 
cnibo Barber lies in the western part' 
of the coast line, which was being 
blockaded by the German forces." 


Third. 
"When will the blockade 


be raised?" 


Answer "No decision has yet been 


reached by the, interested powers as 
to when the blockade of the "Venezue- 
lan coast shall tie raised." 


NO EXPLANATION GIVEN. 


London, Jan. 23.—At the German 


embassy a representative of the As- 
sociated, Press was informed today 
that no explanation had yet been re- 
ceived there of the bombardment of 


i Fort San Carlos and it could only bo 
assumed that there was good and 
sufficient cause for it. It was sug- 
gested that judgment be suspended 
until further particulars

JV H. Scholberg, the Venezuelan

States that he is awaiting permis- 
sion to publish Information showing 
that Germany has been supporting 
General Matos in the latter's efforts 
to overthrow President Castro, said 
today that there were no new devel- 
opments in the case.

REPEATED BOMBARDMENT, 


Maracaibo, Jan.

bardment of Fort San Carlos by the

and ITalke was kept up Wednesday 
afternoon until 11 o'clock. It was 
resumed yesterday morning at day- 
break.

The Panther left her position, close 


into Fort San Carlos, Wednesday aft- 
ernoon at 3 o'clock and joined the 
Falke. 
This ship was half a mile 


outside the bar and about five miles 
from the fort. 


At 3 o'clock the correspondent in 


a rowboat approached one side of the 
fort, out of range, and from 
this 


point witnessed the long-range fire 
of the German cruisers, which was 
continued from 3 until 6 o'clock. The 
Vineta and the Falke were close to- 
gether and nearer the fort than the 
Panther. 


The first two vessels at a range «-f 


four and a half miles poured in a 
continuous rain of shell on the fort 
and only stopped firing with the ad- 
vent of dusk. 


At that time the German vessels 


retired seaward after having mads 
a second ineffectual attempt to land 
troops in the village of San Carlos, 
situated at the base of the fort. 


At 7 o'clock Wednesday evening 


the correspondent, who was accom- 


panied by a government telegrapher 
bearing a telegram from President 
Castro to the commandant 
of San 


Carlos, landed on the island and en- 
tered the fort. The walls of the fort 
were terribly battered and there were 
many evidences of the fierce engage- 
ment.

| the rampants and the injured on a 
low platform. 


BARELY MISS MAGAZINE. 


The fort is literally covered with 


pieces of broken shells. It was seen 
that a great many of the 
German 


shells had not exploded. The maga- 
zine had a narrow escape, two shells 
having come within a few inches of 
penetrating it. 


The walls of the fort which face 


toward the entrance of the lake suf- 
fered particularly and were greatly 
damaged. 


It is estimated by the fort's com- 


mandant, General Bello, that 
the 


German ships fired more than 1,600 
shells. 


Although the damage inflicted on 


the fort by the fire of the German 
cruisers is very great it is not at all 
what could be expected from such a 
continuous fire from modern high- 
power guns. 


The village of San Carlos suffered 


greatly. The aim of the

Sailed for Philippines With 


Cargo of Lumber—News 


Not Confirmed, 


Seattle, Wash., Jan. 23.—An un- 


confirmed rumor was current among 
shipping men. late last night to the 
effect that th* transport Dix had 
gone down this side of Yokohama, 
with all ott board- 
No details were 


given and it was impossible to locate 
any credible origin of the story. 


The Dix nailed from this port De- 


cember 31, bound for Manila, 
via 


Nagasaki, with a heavy cargo. Her 
load consisted of 3,500,000 feet 
of 


lumber and 998 tons of forage. 


Captain Hopkins was in command 


of the transport, with Captain Theo- 
dore Sternburg, U. S. A., in charge 
of the vessel. The Dix was acquired 
by the government during the war 
with Spain and is one of the largest 
freighters 
owned by the 
United 


States. 


Major G. S. Bingham, of the quar- 


termaster's department, stated early 
today that he had received no word 
of the wreck. He stated that when 
he gave the sailing orders to the Dix 
it was to proceed direct to Nagasaki. 
There coal, sufficient for the trip to 
Manila and return, was to be taken 
on. At the return to Nagasaki bal- 
last coal was to be taken, aboard and 
the transport was to come direct to 
Seattle. 
The course to Nagasaki'would bring 
the transport in the route of the Jap- 
anese steamers and it is possible that 
the report may have come from this 
source.

FRANK VEITH DIES 


FRljIIRnLISIS 


Well Known Man Was Stricken 


, Thursday Night-Other 


Deaths 


Frank Veith, .formerly a member 


of the firm of Schone & Veith, fu- 
neral directors on East Berry street, 
died at 5:15 o'clock this morning at 
his home, 710 Barr street, from par- 
alysis. Mr. Veith had been in fail- 
ing health for the past two years 
and had previously suffered a slight 
attack of paralysis, but the fatal 
stroke came at 11 o'clock Thursday 
night. From that hour he never re- 
gained consciousness and death en- 
sued early today. 


Mr. Veith would have been fifty- 


one years of age in March next and 
his entire life had been 
spent in 


this city. 
He was 
born in Fort 


Wayne March 4, 1852, and in his 
younger days assisted his father, the 
venerable Peter Veith, in his work 
as a boatman 
on the 
old canal. 


While a young man he was employed 
as an assistant baggagemaster by 
the Pennsylvania company and later 
learned 
the 
blacksmith's 
trade. 


Embarking in business for himself 
in 1882, he conducted a blacksmith 
shop on Barr street, between Berry 
and Main, for a matter of thirteen 
years, disposing of this to engage 
in business as an undertaker and 
funeral director in partnership with 
Henry H. Schone. This continued 
until Mr. Veith was compelled to 
retire on account of ill health about 
one year ago.

includes the widow and a daughter, 
Miss Frances 
Veith. 
Mr. Veith's 


aged father is yet living at the age 
of eighty-seven years and is himself 
in very feeble health. 
When 
the 


news of his son's death was broken 
to him this morning the aged man 
suffered an attack of heart trouble 
that it was feared for a time would 
prove fatal.

two brothers, 
Joseph and William 


Veith, and two sisters, Mrs. Casper 
Hardung and 
Mrs. August Lang- 


horst. Mr. Veith was a member of 
the Cathedral and of the Married 
Men's Sodality of that congregation.
